A ugust and Septem ber the total 
precipitation in this p art of Rucks 
County was but 3.39 inches, or 
slightly over an inch per month. 
According to Adolph Schoeiifeld, 
superinten dent of the mill, "the 
creek is the low est it has been in at 
least 49 years.

Inch by inch the United States slides nearer and 
nearer to the form of government which was described 
in the Federalist Papers one hundred and sixty years ago 
as “elective despotism." 
As this form crystalizes, it becomes apparent that 
hereafter, barring some drastic reversal of the trends, 
American presidents will be virtually supreme in their 
command over public affairs during their term of office. 
The thin line which will separate their powers from 
those of outright dictators will be that the presidents will 
have to come up for re-election every four years — and 
moreover, after Mr. Truman leaves the White House, the 
constitutional provision limiting presidents (in effect) to 
two terms will become operative. 
Latest display of the arbitrary power of the President 
is his order clamping down on news from the various 
departments under him. 
Hereafter any department head or key subordinate 
official can refuse to release information to the public, at 
his own discretion, on the pretext that the information 
“affects national security." 
This is not, strictly speaking, censorship. It is sup­ 
pression of news. Its purpose is obvious — to bottle up 
all possible scandals during the next year. Mr. Truman 
apparently believes he will have a hard enough time as 
it is, getting re-elected — and he wants no more “black 
eyes" for his administration. 
America's much boasted “freedom of the press" is 
out the window. Papers can still print the news, if they 
can get it — but now they can't he sure of being able to 
get it. 
Much of the news of the last war came to the Amer­ 
ican people via British information releases. But that

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"A nother atomic bomb has re ­ 
cently been exploded within the 
Soviet 
Union,” the W hite House 
announced yesterday. By calling it 
‘ a n o th e r” bomb, the W hite House 
was m ore precise than in Its a n ­ 
nouncem ent of an atom ic explosion 
in R ussia two years ago. T he sta te ­ 
m ent said the new blast unm asked 
’ Soviet 
pretensions'* of 
peaceful 
atom ic development.

The Department of Justice) Again, no. This num­ 
ber one law-enforcement instrument of Uncle Sam , with 
an illustrious history, now is merely a cat's-paw for the 
Democratic Party. 
Congress) No soap. Congress is seething over the 
ban on news. But what can it do) It can get at such mat­ 
ters only by the roundabout processes of. first, "pocket- 
book control,” or, second, impeachment. Neither method 
is practical today. 
We come back to the fact that the one substantial 
and effective brake on White House dictatorship is the 
American voter. 
It he interested) He shows no sign of being. Three 
years ago, in readying things for the 1948 presidential 
election, the Truman Administration clamped down on 
virtually all information concerning foreign trade. On 
the absurd pretext that there wasn't money enough to 
keep on printing them, the government nailed the lid 
down on the reports which had been showing two im­ 
portant matters — how the Marshall Plan dollars were 
being used, and what the Army heads were doing in the 
foreign arena with the money supposedly raised by Con­ 
gress to build up our military strength. 
The American people showed no interest at that 
time. In fact, far from becomnig excited over the arro­ 
gant suppression by a president running for reelection of 
important campaign information, the voters were so little 
concerned that half of them stayed home on election day. 
The truth of the matter is, of course, that with the 
gigantic Federal payroll being used openly to "buy” Dem­ 
ocratic votes, sentiment against the President would have 
to run considerably more than fifty per cent — as much 
as 60 to 75 per cent — before he can be defeated. With 
a handpicked Federal payroll of 2,500,000 jobholders, 
and each of them responsible for bringing out only three 
more votes besides his own, the White House incumbent 
has a headstart of 10,000,000 votes before the campaign 
begins. 
The tragedy of this is that a great many Americans 
consider this to be just a sort of joke on the Republican 
Party. 
Actually it is a very tragic joke indeed — and the 
butt of the joke is the American citizen. 
it’s his money that's being wasted, his freedom that 
is being frittered away, and his children who will have to 
pay the piper.

delightful for young children to 
run and romp and chase one an­ 
other, also afford easy places tot 
eluding adult eyes and ears. 
Moral Safety 
Parents of young children can’t 
afford to be as smug about the 
moral safety of their children as 
many are, especially among the 
more "privileged'’ families. They, 
or reliable substitutes, need to 
know where their tots and run­ 
abouts are, and what they are do­ 
ing during any half-hour period 
or less throughout the day. 
Wise parents add to their 
young child’s safety in these mat­ 
ters by having always answered 
all his questions about sex In a 
family atmosphere of love and 
understanding, by going with thz 
young boy or girl who has no baby 
sister or brother to homes where 
babies of the opposite sex can be 
seen In bath and the like. With 
normal curiosity satisfied early 
about how a child of the opposite 
sex "Is made," much sex experi­ 
menting can be prevented; also, 
by having trained him in ade­ 
quate restraints and getting over 
to him that there are certain 
things which are not done. 
Wise Supervision 
But In spite of the wisest In­ 
struction of the young child, he 
also needs wise supervision and 
protection. 
lf your child hag been known 
to be the teacher of bad sex habits 
to other*, don't get panicky. Just 
make sure he Is protected from 
more temptations through proper 
supervision, that he gets more 
family love and security, and 
more fun in normal ways. 
And don’t ostracize the boy or 
girl in your community who has 
these tendencies. Just be sure 
some responsible person is pres* 
ent when he Is with your child. 
Plan with other parents to build 
up this child In good ways and 
self-regard.

For the health of yourself and 
your family, correct storage of food 
is important 
to keep contam ina­ 
tion out. and to keep all the vita­ 
mins in. 
A few worthwhile rules: I. keep 
ripe fruits cool and spread out. 
Handle carefully so as not to bruise. 
Wash cherries, berries, and grapes 
just before using; 2. keep bread 
and cake in a ventilated box. 
lf 
your kitchen 
i^ very hot, wrap 
bread and cake In wax paper and 
store in refrigerator. 
3. Keep eggs. milk, cream, cheese, 
cream-tilled pastries, salad dress­ 
ings. gravies and 
leftovers 
well 
covered in the refrigerator at 50 
degrees F. or cooler; 4. meat, fish. 
and poultry should always be under 
refrigeration; 
5. keep fats cold, 
tightly covered, und In a dark place 
away from smelly foods; I. spin­ 
ach. lettuce, and broccoli will lose 
about 70 per cent of their vitamin 
C if left for 48 hours at room tem­ 
perature. They, too. should be stor­ 
ed In the refrigerator. 
Your kitchen should always be 
scrupulously c lean. 
Your garbage 
pail should be made of metal, wat­ 
ertight. and always covered. Dishes 
should be washed wit Ii hot, soapy 
water, scalded with boiling water, 
and left to drain, or dried with a 
clean towel. 
Then there is the bugaboo of 
colds. 
The least you can clo is try 
to avoid one. The moment you spot 
someone sneezing or blowing his 
noses start moving iii the opposite 
direction. 
Don’t 
be* 
ashamed 
to 
change your seat in the movie 
house, or on the* subway, streetcar. 
or bus. Let the other person gel 
sprayed. 
This winter, make up your mind 


you're not going to share the use 
of toilet articles, towels, spoons, 
glasses, or cups with anyone. W ash’ 
your hands with soap and water 
before eating; eat the kind of foods 
you know you should eat; and shun 
drafts, wet shoes, and wet cloth­ 
ing. 
Wear rubbers and carry an um ­ 
brella on threatening days. 
Don't 
hurry out bf an overheated restaur­ 
ant or theater into the cold night 
air while you’re still perspiring. 
Don’t overtire yourself. 
Don’t ov­ 
erheat yourself. 
Don’t overdress 
yourself 
Contagion is another danger to 
face, and set upon properly. 
If 
your c liitd contracts one of the con­ 
tagious diseases, such as c hicken 
pox. measles or whooping cough. 
keep him in one room and keep ev­ 
eryone else out except the one per­ 
son wile) is taking c are of him. She 
should keep a special smock hang­ 
ing in the sic kroom, and whenever 
ghe goes in to tend the patient, she 
should slip it on to keep the germs 
off lier dress, and take* it otY when 
ready to leave. 
I fs trouble, yes, but two or three 
sick kids are even more trouble! 
Each time sin* leaves the sickroom, 
she should wash her hands with 
soap and hot water. All the sick 
child’s cating and drinking uten­ 
sils should be carried to the kitch­ 
en iii a dishpan and boiled right 
in the dishpan before being hand­ 
led or washed or mixed with the 
utensils of the rest of the house­ 
hold.
